cessary, to assist and hasten dissolu­ 
tion. 
Make the arsenic into a thin 
paste by adding water and ould 
the 
arsenic paste to the soda, a little at 
a time stirring all the time, being 
careful to stand to one side to avoid 
fumes for they are apt to cause sick­ 
ness. 
Arsenic is not soluble in wa­ 
ter to any extent and soda is used to 
dissolve the arsenic. When the arse­ 
nic is all dissolved, enough water, hot 
or cold, is added to make one gallon. 
The whiting can then be added, it is 
for marking poisoned trees. 
For killing trees, sink the blade 
of the ax into the wood, as if it were 
intended to cut the tree down, then 
pry downward on the back of the ax 
and pour enough poison in the cavi­ 
ty to thoroughly 
kill it.

The beat time to carry out 
this 
work is when the sap is on its down­

months. 
Keep cattle and people away 
from 
trees until a rain has washed 
the 
poison away thoroughly. There is no 
danger of an animal eating leaves 
that fall from a poisoned tree.

question that has been raised by the 
Missouri-Arkansas Power and Light 
Co. at Campbell, Mo., in an effort to 
prevent that city from installing 
municipal light and power plant and 
may be brought against Sikeston at 
a later date:

ing an electric light and power plant 
for city held not to create a debt in 
violation of Section 12, Article X of 
the Constitution of the State of Mis­ 
souri and Sections 8479 and 8463, R. 
S. Mo. 1919. 
This suit was brought by plaintiffs 
as citizens and taxpayers of the City 
of Favette, Mo., for the purpose of 
enjoining the carrying out 
of 
the 
contract that defendants, the Mayor 
and Aldermen, had entered into with 
the defendant Fairbanks, Morse 
A 
Company for the purchase of 
en­ 
gines and equipment for the purpose 
of operating an electric 
light 
and 
power plant. 
Among other provisions the 
con­ 
tract between the City 
and 
Fair­ 
banks, Morse A Company was 
the 
following: 
“Second: 
After the payment 
of 
said operating expenses 
as 
above 
provided for, the 
monthly 
install­ 
ments herein contracted to be paid to 
Fairbanks, Morse A Company 
shall 
be paid only from the 
amount 
of 
money which the 
City of Fayette, 
Mo., wlil save in the cost 
of pro­ 
duction of electricity, the saving for 
any month, or any part thereof, to be 
the cost of production per kilowatt 
hour when tbe said light plant 
has 
been improved and extended in pur­ 
suance of this contract as compared 
with the average cost of production 
per kilowatt hour to the City of Fay­ 
ette for the fiscal year 1926 to 1927, 
and which money so saved, 
or 
so 
much thereof as shall he necessary, 
shall be necesary, shall 
be applied 
monthly by the City of Fayette 
in 
payment of said monthly 
install­ 
ments, together with

thereon which may become due 
to 
Faiibanks, Morse A Company, 
and 
which installment and the interest 
thereon shall be paid only from said 
savings as above designated, and no

ure to pay the purchase price“. 
The court held that: 
“The constitutional limitation 
On 
the debt which a municipality 
may 
incur contemplates a debt which must 
be paid by resort 
to 
a 
taxation. 
Such limitations are intended to pre­ 
vent an increased tax upon the peo­ 
ple”. 
The court held that this agreement 
was not a debt within the prohibition 
of Section 12, Article X, of the Con­ 
stitution, and said: 
“There is no aspect of that situa­ 
tion which could make 
the 
agree­ 
ment to pay in the manner provided 
a debt of the city. It is a contingent 
purchase, the property to be paid for 
only out of the net earnings which it 
products: the seller taxes his chance 
on that contingency”.

Hunting Indian relics

been a hobby with Kennett Baker of 
East Prairie, knoupi also by his In­ 
dian name of 
Shawnee rock 
Eagle, 
but digging for relica 
for another 
person is a novelty. 
Baker’s collec­ 
tions of relics at the* High 
School, 
White’s Drug 
Store 
and at 
East 
Prairie have attracted wide atten­ 
tion. He recently made arangements 
with R. V. Ellise, superintendent of 
schools, to place the White collection, 
or at least a part thereof, in special 
eases in the High School Building. A 
provision was made, however, 
that 
Baker be allowed to add to or 
re­ 
move any relics whenever he chose 
to do so. The collection remains his 
property. 
Recently Baker and 
E. C. 
Mat­ 
thews reached an agreement where­ 
by Baker is to dig for relics on one 
of the Matthews farms, located about 
three miles south of Miner Switch.

tories, they fall apart into dust. 
Pottery and bones must be disin­ 
terred carefully and exposed gradu­ 
ally to air and the sun’s rays. With­ 
in a day or so, the’ clay again 
be­ 
comes hardened and finally the sand 
and earth may he removed perman 
ently from the containers. 
Hundreds of years ago the Capaha 
and Mingo Indian tribes made „heir 
homes in what is now Southeast Mis­ 
souri. 
The latter, so history goes, 
were at home in the southern por­ 
tion, possibly in 
Pemiscot 
County. 
The “swamp 
Indians” 
had 
their 
burying 
grounds 
on comparatively 
dry 
land, utilizing what 
is now 
known as the “Sikeston ridge”—that 
portion of the swamp which was well 
•above the level of the 
water. 
The 
Matthews land mentioned was form­ 
erly such a burying ground, although 
in recent years, an effort was made 
to convert the old Indian cemetry in­ 
to a peach orchard.

similar troubles have occurred, 
it is 
better to keep stock of these areas 
for a year or two. 
If those areas 
must be used, use them for mature 
animals of a different species 
than 
formerly kept there and put 
young 
stock somewhere else.
